Alberta sports 
media legend, 
wife found dead 


Investigation. Police 
confirm there is a 
‘connection’ between 
deceased and a 
suspect in custody

Friends as well as current and 
former employers confirmed 
Alberta sports and media 
legend Bill Powers and his 
wife Donna Lee were found 
dead Thursday morning in a 
southwest Calgaiy home they 
shared. 

Investigators have not con¬ 
firmed the identities of the 
deceased but said the bodies 
of a man and woman were 
discovered around 5:20 a.m. 
at a home in the community 
of Braeside. 


Knife recovered 


Investigators recovered a 
knife near the residence of 
Bill Powers and wife Donna 
Lee, but were still work¬ 
ing to determine if it was 
related to their deaths, said 
police Insp. Mike Tillotson. 


Powers started his career 
with the Edmonton Journal as 
a general reporter and went 
on to become a voice for ma¬ 
jor sporting events in Calgaiy. 
He joined the former CHQR 
Radio in 1989 and worked 
there until retiring from day- 
to-day media life in 2009. He 
was heard by thousands dur¬ 
ing the pre-game, halftime 
and post-game shows for Cal- 
gaiy Stampeders games. 

Recently, Powers started 
working as a columnist for 


the Cochrane Eagle, a weekly 
newspaper in the town west 
of Calgaiy, bringing with him 
the trademarked sense of hu¬ 
mour and his quirky look at 
eveiyday life. 

Jack Tennant, publisher 
of the Cochrane Eagle news¬ 
paper, knew Powers for four 
decades. 

“Billy was crazy, but a 
good crazy,” Tennant said. 
“Totally unpredictable type 
of guy — I loved the spontan¬ 
eity ... he was never the type 
of guy that gave the indica¬ 
tion he cared about anybody, 
but he really did. If I got into 
trouble, Billy would be the 
guy I’d call to bail me out.” 

Police, meanwhile, cor¬ 
doned off a large area around 
the Powers residence Thurs¬ 
day morning and Insp. Mike 
Tillotson said a suspect was 
taken into custody after be¬ 
ing spotted by a passerby a 
few blocks from the scene.

Old Strathcona. Sand-carving exhibit takes form in parking lot 


What’s the difference between 
carving ice and carving sand? 

“It’s summer!” carver De- 
layne Corbett said with a laugh 
on Thursday, at the site of the 
first ever Sand On Whyte sand¬ 
carving exhibit. 

A total of 20 cubic yards of 
sand arrived at the South Scona 
Parking Lot on Wednesday, 
where three Ice on Whyte art¬ 
ists began work on Thursday. 

The sculptures should be 
done Sunday and will remain 
through to the end of the Why¬ 
te Avenue Art Walk, which runs 
July 12 to 14. 

Corbett said ideal sand for 
carving is sharp, unwashed (so 


it has natural clay content), and 
has high silt content — and 
that there are more differences 
between sand and ice than the 
obvious. 

For instance, there is no need 
for power tools to carve sand, 
weather is less of a concern, and 
sand lends itself to more detail 
and shadows since it is opaque 
rather than crystal clear. 

The exhibit is a first for Old 
Strathcona. 

“Why carve ice? Why carve 
sand? It’s performance art.... 
People like to see artists at 
work,” said festival producer 
Wanda Bomn.

Motorists using the Waiter- 
dale Bridge will have to make 
changes to their commute 
as construction on a replace¬ 
ment begins this month.

the Low Level Bridge or James 
MacDonald Bridge/98 Avenue.

“Walterdale Bridge gave 
us a centuiy of service, but 
it reached the end of its life,” 
roads design and construc¬ 
tion general supervisor Allan 
Bartman said Thursday. 

“The bridge will remain 
open to traffic throughout 
construction, but the areas 
around it will be construction 
zones for the better part of 
three years,” he added. 

Construction of the new 
bridge is set to finish in 

2015. The existing Walterdale 
Bridge will come down in 

2016, after the replacement is 
finished.

EPS superintendent 
is calling it quits 


Goodbye. After 31 
years with the district, 
Edgar Schmidt 
is moving on

Thirty-one years ago, Edgar 
Schmidt began his career with 
Edmonton Public Schools as a 
Grade 4 teacher. 

On Thursday, cardboard 
boxes waiting to be filled sat 
inside Schmidt’s second-floor 
office, located in the district’s 
big blue building known as 
the Centre for Education. 


Organized piles of paper 
lay across the retiring super¬ 
intendent’s desk as he pre¬ 
pared to leave a position he 
has held since 2007. 

While Schmidt will offi¬ 
cially step down in August, 
banked vacation time means 
Friday is his last day in the of¬ 
fice. 

“It’s a great organization 
and we’ve achieved some out¬ 
standing accomplishments. 
I’m veiy confident that will 
continue,” Schmidt said on 
Thursday. 

After taking time off to 
travel with his wife, Schmidt 
will return to the field of 
education in the fall when 
he starts a teaching position 
with the faculty of education 


at Concordia University. 

The former elemen- 
taiy school principal has 
focused on inclusive educa¬ 
tion throughout his time 
as superintendent, an issue 
he said stems from his time 
working in classrooms. 

“Being a teacher, seeing 
that ... kids would be on the 
fringes of acceptance, I be¬ 
lieved then, as I believe now, 
that teachers, educators have 
a role to play in mitigating 
those kinds of experiences for 
kids,” he said. “I think we’ve 
done a marvellous job of do¬ 
ing that across this district. 
It’s not perfect, but it is defin¬ 
itely moving in the right dir¬ 
ection.” 

Schmidt lists a district-wide 


sexual orientation and gender 
identity policy — a first in Al¬ 
berta — as a career highlight, 
as well as policy work around 
special education. 

The job hasn’t been with¬ 
out difficulties, though. 
Schmidt said having to reduce 
staff following the March 
budget was “the hardest de¬ 
cision” he’s had to make as 
superintendent. 

While Schmidt’s decision 
to retire from his position was 
influenced by the fact the job 
“never leaves” and is on his 
mind 24/7, he is looking for¬ 
ward to staying connected to 
the world of education. 

“Education is a vital insti¬ 
tution within our society, and 
it needs care and attention.”

After a long sleep, Edmonton’s 
inferiority complex reared its 
gangly, pouty face last week 
after a clear-as-day joke by Chris 
Selley, a National Post pundit 
on punditiy, was mistaken for 
a slur. 

Intended to point out the 
smugness in a Calgaiy editorial 
suggesting Southern Alberta 
was unique for its neighbourly 
efforts to clean up the flood, 
Selley wrote: “Edmonton, for 
example, would be a smoking 
hole in the ground at this point, 
infested with twitchy-eyed, ma¬ 
chete-wielding savages.” 

Somehow Mayor Stephen 
Mandel, the Chamber of Com¬ 
merce’s CEO and a host of 
smart and influential Edmon¬ 
tonians either didn’t get it or 
didn’t like it. They called for a 
very unlikely boycott of one of 
Canada’s biggest media corpor¬ 
ations, while some locals acted 
like savages by threatening the 
writer online. 

Others stood by puzzled, 
wondering how something 
never intended to insult Ed¬ 
monton could become a pants- 
around-the-ankles embarrass¬ 
ment — but there is some 
reason behind their irrational 
fliry. (Really there is. For those 
who need it defined, this is not 
sarcasm.) 

Our city has a complicated 
relationship with media going 
back to 1982 when a Rolling 
Stone stoiy about the show 
SCTV filmed in Edmonton 
called it a “cultural deprivation 
tank.” 

As outlandish as Selley’s 
joke was, worse things have 


been said about us in earnest. 

While Edmonton’s ego 
swelled with Stanley Cup pride 
in the late ‘80s, Mordecai Rich- 
ler popped it with all of two 
words when, in a Wayne Gretz¬ 
ky profile for The New York 
Times, he called Edmonton 
“the boiler room” of Canada. 

Whatever was left of our 
trust for outside media was 
nearly obliterated in 2001 when 
a British journalist referred to 
the city as “Deadmonton” for 
the duration of his World Ath¬ 
letics Championships coverage. 

Today, Edmonton seems to 
have much of its old swagger 
back, thanks in part to many of 
the people who frowned at the 
National Post commentaiy. 

So while it was accepted as 
satire by most, and even spun 
into a self-deprecating meme 
dubbed “Machete Something 
Edmonton,” it probably felt like 
more of the same to those old 
enough to remember being the 
butt of jokes. 

But even if Selley was insult¬ 
ing Edmonton, as he has the 
right to do, city leaders need 
to have thicker skins. They 
could even afford to take cues 
from Torontonians, who brush 
Canada’s favourite pastime — 
offending their city — off its 
shoulders with the confidence 
ofaJay-Zjam. 

For all their talk about being 
a world-class city, a true metrop¬ 
olis is confident enough in its 
skin that a single writer’s com¬ 
ment — joke or not — doesn’t 
put it in a tizzy. It rolls with it, 
just as so many Edmontonians 
did on social media, turning the 
joke on its head and showing 
their geographical confidence. 

If these more forgiving lo¬ 
cals accomplished anything, it 
was helping hack the collective 
inferiority complex to pieces.

A lot of people thought that 
Claudine Ballantyne would 
never amount to anything in 
her life. 

On Thursday, the 20-year- 
old walked the stage as the 
valedictorian of her graduat¬ 


ing class. 

“I’m just really happy that 
I could prove those people 
wrong,” said the jovial Bal¬ 
lantyne. 

Ballantyne was one of 
18 students that graduated 
Thursday from Boyle Street 
Education Centre (BSEC), a 
high school dedicated to sup¬ 
porting and educating at-risk 
teenagers that couldn’t suc¬ 
ceed at other schools.

tyne said. “They’re more like 
friends than teachers.” 

Eveiy student at BSEC has 
gone through trauma, from 
unstable housing to addic¬ 
tions to interactions with the 
justice system, said principal 
Scott Meunier. 

“They’ve overcome things 
that would make it veiy dif¬ 
ficult for most of us to live 


our lives,” he said. “They’re 
survivors.” 

While academics are a 
large focus, the centre of 
attention for BSEC staff is 
“stabling students in crisis,” 
said Meunier. 

“It’s necessaiy. The only 
thing these students have are 
relationships,” he said of the 
school’s hands-on approach. 

In the end, Ballantyne 
knows that her future is in¬ 
finitely brighter due to BSEC. 

“They help you person¬ 
ally, with your home life,” 
she said, still smiling. “A lot 
of schools wont reach out to 
students. Boyle Street does.”

“Come hell or high water,” the

By Thursday, the Stampede 
grounds had undergone a tre¬ 
mendous transformation. Just 
two weeks ago, the Stampede 
grounds were under as much 
as 14 feet of water, and up to 
100,000 Albertans were forced 
from their homes. Now, they’re 
set to welcome the world to the 
101st Greatest Outdoor Show 
on Earth. 

“Somehow, there has 
been a real spirit of optimism 
among our employees. There 
was a sense of camaraderie. 
We would rally together ... and 
overcome,” said Kurt Kadatz, 
spokesperson for the Stam¬ 
pede.

On much of the grounds, it 
looked like business as usual. 


While the BMO Centre sus¬ 
tained marginal damage, the 
setup for the Western Show¬ 
case has remained on schedule.

Hardest hit was the Sad- 
dledome, which lost the whole 
event level with flood water 
reaching row eight. News 
broke on Tuesday that the en¬ 
tire Stampede Concert Series 
had been cancelled. 

In the face of these types 
of challenges throughout the 
city, Mayor Naheed Nenshi 
is hoping that an end to the 
state of emergency and a new 
national ad campaign will be 
enough to bring tourists back.

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Muslim Brotherhood leader arrested 



Egypt. Senior judge 
takes reins of the 
country as Islamist 
aarty reels under 
auge public backlash 


Egypt’s military moved swiftly 
Thursday against senior fig¬ 
ures of the Muslim Brother¬ 
hood, targeting the back¬ 
bone of support for ousted 
President Mohammed Morsi. 
In the most dramatic step, au¬ 
thorities arrested the group’s 
leader from a seaside villa and 
flew him by helicopter to de¬ 
tention in the capital. 

With a top judge newly 
sworn in as interim president 
to replace Morsi, the crack¬ 
down poses an immediate 
test to the new army-backed 
leadership’s promises to guide 
Egypt to democracy: The ques¬ 
tion of how to include the 
83-year-old fundamentalist 
group. 

That question has long 
been at the heart of democ¬ 
racy efforts in Egypt. Hosni 
Mubarak and previous au¬ 
thoritarian regimes banned 
the group, raising cries even 


from pro-reform Brotherhood 
critics that it must be allowed 
to participate if Egypt was to 
be free. After Mubarak’s fall, 
the newly legalized group 
vaulted to power in elections, 
with its veteran member 
Morsi becoming the countiy’s 
first freely elected president. 

Now the group is reel¬ 
ing under a huge backlash 


from a public that says the 
Brotherhood and its Islamist 
allies abused their electoral 
mandate. The militaiy forced 
Morsi out Wednesday after 
millions of Egyptians nation¬ 
wide turned out in four days 
of protests demanding he be 
removed. 

Adly Mansour, the head of 
the Supreme Constitutional 


Court with which Morsi had 
repeated confrontations, was 
sworn in as interim president. 

In his inaugural speech, 
broadcast nationwide, he said 
the anti-Morsi protests that 
began June 30 had “corrected 
the path of the glorious revo¬ 
lution of Jan. 25,” referring to 
the 2011 uprising that toppled 
Mubarak, the associated press

Military 
cracks down 
on media 

Egyptian authorities shut 
down four Islamist TV sta¬ 
tions, banned the Muslim 
Brotherhood’s newspaper 
and raided the office of 
Al-Jazeera’s Egypt affiliate 
in a crackdown on media 
considered sympathetic to 
ousted President Moham¬ 
med Morsi, bringing an 
outcry Thursday from 
rights groups, who said 
the moves appeared to be 
an attempt to intimidate 
pro-Morsi media and shut 
off their viewpoints. 

Among the shuttered 
stations was the Misr25 
channel, run by the 
Brotherhood. It went off 
the air Wednesday night 
just as it was airing pro- 
Morsi protesters chanting, 
“Down with military rule” 
after Egypt’s military 
chief announced that 


Morsi had been removed. 

The military’s move 
came after four days of 
massive anti-Morsi pro¬ 
tests demanding the coun¬ 
try’s first freely elected 
president step down. 

In a statement, the 
Brotherhood said the 
shutdowns were a return 
to the “repressive” poli¬ 
cies of Egypt’s “dark ... 
ages.” 

The London-based Am¬ 
nesty International called 
the shutdowns a “blow to 
freedom of expression.” 

Also targeted was 
Al-Jazeera Live Egypt, or 
Mubasher Misr, an affili¬ 
ate of the Qatar-based 
Al-Jazeera TV network. 
Late Wednesday night, 
police raided the station’s 
offices, detaining 28 staff¬ 
ers, Al-Jazeera said in a 
statement Thursday. All 
have since been released, 
except the managing 
director and the broadcast 
engineer.

Life support. 

Wife says former 
president sometimes 
uncomfortable, but 
seldom in pain 


Nelson Mandela is being kept 
alive by a breathing machine 
and faces “impending death,” 
court documents show, as his 
family gravesite was restored 
Thursday. 

Mandela’s health is “per¬ 
ilous” and he is being kept 
alive by life support, accord¬ 
ing to documents filed in 
the court case that resulted 
in the remains of the former 
president’s three deceased 
children being reburied 
Thursday in their original 
graves. 

“He’s basically gone,” said 
Charlene Smith, an author¬ 
ized biographer of the former 
anti-apartheid leader. “He’s 
not there. He’s not there.” 

In Mandela’s hometown, 
Qunu, on Thursday, the bod¬ 


ies of three of his children 
were returned to their origin¬ 
al resting site. The reburial 
took place in Qunu, where 
Mandela grew up and where 
the former president has said 
he wants to be buried. 

Grandson Mandla Man¬ 
dela moved the bodies to his 
village of Mvezo — Nelson 
Mandela’s birthplace — in 
2011. The two towns are 


about 25 kilometres apart. 
Fifteen Mandela family mem¬ 
bers pursued court action last 
week to force the grandson to 
move the bodies back to their 
original burial site. 

The bitter family feud 
comes as Mandela remains 
in critical condition nearly a 
month after being hospital¬ 
ized for a recurring lung in¬ 
fection.

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Jon Venables. Killer of 
two-vear-old out on 
parole once again in U.K. 


One of Britain’s most notori¬ 
ous child killers will be par¬ 
oled a second time after he 
was sent back to prison over a 
child-pornography conviction. 

Jon Venables was 11 years 
old when he was convicted 
along with another boy of 
abducting two-year-old James 
Bulger from a shopping cen¬ 
tre and beating him to death 
by an isolated railway line in 
northern England in 1993. 

The two killers — who 
were 10 years old at the time 
of the crime — were given 
life sentences, but were re¬ 
leased on parole in 2001 after 
being given new identities 
to protect them. The move 
sparked a contentious debate 
in Britain, where memories 
of the murder have remained 
sharp. 

Venables was jailed again 
in 2010 after pleading guilty 
to downloading and distribut¬ 
ing dozens of indecent im¬ 
ages of children and breach¬ 
ing the terms of his release 
from juvenile detention.

Detectives say it’s pos¬ 
sible that Madeleine, who 
vanished from a Portuguese 
holiday resort six years ago, is 
still alive. 


Scotland Yard said Thurs¬ 
day that 12 of the individuals 
of interest are British, and 
the rest are from a variety of 
European countries. 

The force says it is work¬ 
ing with governments across 
the continent to find out 
more. 

McCann vanished from a 
vacation home in Portugal’s 
Algarve region on May 3, 
2007, days before her fourth 
birthday. 

The case has generated in¬ 
tense media interest.

Andy Redwood said police 
“continue to believe that 
there is a possibility that 
Madeleine is alive.”

It’s pretty cool. That’s about as 
tech savvy as I get, but it’s also 
an apt description of the new 
Google Glass. 

Most people have at least 
seen pictures of it by now. You 
wear the device like glasses, but 
use it like a smartphone. 

There are no lenses, but 
there is a small screen above 
your right eye from which 
emanates the world — as both 
you, and Google, would like to 
see it. 

Basically anything that can 
be done on a smartphone can 


be done with Google Glass. You 
can surf the web, make calls, 
send emails and texts, shoot 
photos and take video. 

Voices.com CEO David Cic- 
carelli is one of a handful of 
people in Canada known as 
Glass Explorers, who earned 
the right to be Google guinea 
pigs by winning a draw — and 
paying $1,500 for the product. 

He tried to get in on the 
ground floor as one of the tech¬ 
nology’s first developers, but 
that didn’t work out. 

Luckily, Google then gave 
the general public the oppor¬ 
tunity to test drive the first 
prototypes, and he jumped at 
it. The device is expected to hit 
a wider market next year. 

“There was a contest on 
Twitter called ‘If I had Glass’ 
and so I figured here’s my 
second chance,” Ciccarelli said.

Carney watch. BoE explains 
reason for interest rate policy 


Mark Carney is already caus¬ 
ing ripples in Britain in his first 
week as governor of the Bank 
of England, even though his 
methods would be considered 
old hat in Canada. 

Eschewing past practice, 
the British central bank went 
beyond simply announcing 
no changes to the 0.5 per cent 
key interest rate Thursday as 
it also published a statement 
explaining the reasoning and 
suggesting rates would remain 
depressed for some time. 

The dovish statement had 
the effect of boosting equity 
prices in England and dropping 
the pound one cent to $1.51 US. 

Under the previous gov¬ 
ernor, Mervyn King, the bank’s 


Monetaiy Policy Committee 
would typically issue no com¬ 
ment when policy was left un¬ 
changed. 

But instead the central bank 
gave some indication where 
matters are heading by declar¬ 
ing that “the implied rise in the 
expected future path of bank 
rate was not warranted by the 
recent developments in the do¬ 
mestic economy.” 

It also said it would provide

Tabloid conduct was ‘next to nothing’: Murdoch 


Media mogul Rupert Mur¬ 
doch has been recorded say¬ 
ing wrongdoing by his British 
newspapers was “next to noth¬ 
ing” and apparently acknow¬ 
ledging that his reporters paid 
police officers for information. 

In a tape published in tran¬ 
script by the ExaroNews jour¬ 
nalism website and broadcast 
Wednesday on the U.K.’s Chan¬ 
nel 4 News, Murdoch is heard 
saying “it’s the biggest inquiry 
ever, over next to nothing.” 

“It’s a disgrace. Here we are, 
two years later, and the cops are 
totally incompetent,” said Mur¬ 
doch, who is executive chair¬ 
man of News Corp. 

The outlets said the tape 
was recorded during a meet¬ 
ing with journalists at The Sun 
newspaper in March. Murdoch 
told them, “We’re talking about 
payments for news tips from 


cops: That’s been going on a 
hundred years.” 

He also said it had been 
“a mistake” on the company’s 
part to hand over so many of its 
files to police. He said the com¬ 
pany was now insisting police 
obtained court orders before 
they could see documents. 

Several Sun staff have been 
charged as part of police inves¬ 
tigations into phone hacking 
and bribeiy spurred by the 
revelation two years ago that 
Murdoch’s News of the World 
routinely eavesdropped on the 
mobile phone voicemails of ce¬ 
lebrities, politicians, royals and 
crime victims. 

Former staff of the News 
of the World, which Murdoch 
shut down after the hacking 
scandal erupted in 2011, also 
face trial, along with a num¬ 
ber of police officers, prison 



guards and other officials ac¬ 
cused of accepting bribes. 

Murdoch has publicly 
apologized for the phone hack¬ 
ing, which he has called “ap¬ 
palling,” and News Corp. has 
paid out millions to settle law¬ 
suits from scores of victims. 

News Corp. said in a state¬ 
ment Thursday that it had 
co-operated fully with police 
and worked hard to “identify

what went wrong, compensate 
the victims and ensure the 
same mistakes do not happen 
again.”

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A long, long road for The Way, Way Back 



Simmering script. 

The Descendants 
co-creators spent 
years trying to get 
their coming-of-age 
screenplay picked up 


Jim Rash and Nat Faxon are 
arguably best known for aping 
Angelina Jobe — and her out¬ 
stretched leg — at the 2012 
Oscars. 

Upon winning best adapted 
screenplay for The Descendants 
with director Alexander Payne, 
Rash settled into a proud pose, 
right leg extended for all to see, 
while Faxon adopted a less pro¬ 
nounced stance. 

It was a pivotal moment 
that catapulted the duo into a 
new sphere of celebrity and In¬ 
ternet infamy. 

Now they’re hoping to be¬ 
come even better known for 
their directorial debut, the 
coming-of-age dramedy The 
Way, Way Back. 

“It’s this weird circle of bfe 
with this movie,” Rash says of 
the film’s long road to the big 


screen during a recent visit to 
Toronto. 

He notes their script for 
The Way, Way Back bounced 
around Hollywood for years, 
eventually catching the atten¬ 
tion of Payne. 

The Sideways writer/direc¬ 
tor wasn’t interested in making 
the film, but he was interested 
in hiring its writers for his own 
project, The Descendants. 

Of course, that cobaboration 


led to the Oscar, which in turn 
revitahzed efforts to actuaby 
make The Way, Way Back. 

“This movie did get us in the 
door, at least to have a meet¬ 
ing with The Descendants, and 
ultimately to get the job. And 
then from that journey to the 
Oscar it has abowed us to open 
this back up, which has been 
an eight-year journey,” the 
slim, bespectacled Rash says 
while seated alongside a tanned 


Faxon. 

“When it gets too long in the 
foot, I think sometimes scripts 
sort of get forgotten about, you 
know, unless you reaby perse¬ 
vere and keep pushing.” 

To a certain degree, Rash 
and Faxon are used to being 
underdogs. 

Their day jobs involve star¬ 
ring in low-rated but celebrated 
comedies — Rash on the little- 
seen but critically adored sit¬ 



com Community, and Faxon 
on the short-hved but warmly 
received sibling comedy Ben 
and Kate. 

Before that, the longtime 
cobaborators — alumni of LA’s 
famed Groundbngs improv 
company — developed TV pro¬ 
jects for years but were never 
able to get something for them¬ 
selves on the air. 

Rash notes that The Way, 
Way Back is rooted in his own 
childhood sense of inadequacy, 


taking its opening scene dir¬ 
ectly from an actual exchange 
he had with his stepfather at 
age 14. 

“He asked me what I was 
on a scale from 1 to 10.1 said 6 
at the time, thinking that was 
veiy humble and a nice place to 
aim for. And he said I was a 3,” 
he recabs. 

“And then he went on to 
say that it was about me not 
talcing advantage of our sum¬ 
mer vacations in the sense 
that there were families with 
kids that I could meet and (I 
could) open up more in my 
life,” continues Rash, who 
appears in the film as an eter¬ 
nally dissatisfied water park 
employee. 

“(I like) the idea of some¬ 
thing that seems harsh and 
dramatic and hurts us at one 
moment becomes enlightening 
and funny and a you-needed- 
it-to-happen moment much 
later.” 

The Way, Way Back opens 
in Toronto today, in Vancou¬ 
ver on July 12, and in Calgaiy, 
Edmonton, Halifax, Ottawa, 
Victoria and Winnipeg on 
July 26.

Invasion of the maple syrup pod people 


When Calgary-raised comedy 
writer Robert Cohen was a teen 
and vacationing with family in 
Hawaii, the Iran hostage crisis 
had just ended and local shops 
were giving Canucks free cof¬ 
fee and doughnuts for Canada’s 
role in the rescue mission. 

But when he and his broth¬ 
ers tried to take up a shop’s 
offer of fried confections, the 
owner refused. 

“He didn’t believe we were 
Canadian because we didn’t 
look like what he thought Can¬ 
adians looked like,” the 47-year- 
old Emmy Award winner said 
in a recent interview. 

“He thought we had blue 
skin and that we wore furs and 
that we had icicles dripping 
off of our faces. Literally, that’s 
what he thought.” 

Such misperceptions have 
led Cohen to embark on Being 
Canadian, a feature documen- 
taiy project for which he’s re¬ 
cruited a slew of stars — includ¬ 
ing Dan Aykroyd, Will Arnett, 
Michael J. Fox, Howie Mandel, 
Mike Myers, Jason Priestley, 
Paul Shaffer, Martin Short, Alex 
Trebelc, Conan O’Brien and Ben 
Stiller. 

He and his small crew have 
also travelled across Canada to 
do interviews and visit land¬ 
marks. Their final stop was in 



Vancouver on Canada Day. De¬ 
tails can be found by searching 
Being Canadian on indiegogo. 
com, where Cohen and his 
team are running a fundraising 
campaign. 

The writer/producer/direc¬ 
tor, whose long list of credits 
also includes The Simpsons, 
Saturday Night Live and The 
Ben Stiller Show, embarked 
on the film about two years 
ago after speaking at Toronto’s 
Humber College about why 
Canada produces so many com¬ 


ics. 

His research for that led to 
a deeper desire to probe what 
it means to be Canadian and 
why there seems to be “either 
a complete ignorance or a com¬ 
plete lack of interest” toward 
this country from those outside 
of it. 

“It’s not like people should 
be walking around talking 
about us all the time,” said Co¬ 
hen. “But if you’re outside of 
Canada, especially in the States, 
and you walk around ... people

look at you and assume you’re 
an American. But when you 
blow their minds by revealing 
you’re not, really you can see 
their heads kind of smoking 
hying to figure it out. 

“So I enjoy that because you 
really see it in their eyes, hav¬ 
ing to do a reset. Because they 
generally will look at some¬ 
body and go, Well this person 
is from Mexico, this person is 
African-American, this person 
is this.’ 

“But we are the pod people 
that sort of live amongst them 
that, I don’t know why, they 
freak out.” the Canadian press 


Talking to Americans 


Cohen’s career has seen 
him living in Los Angeles 
since he was 17 years old. 
In general, he’s found 
Americans think “we’re 
polite, they think we love 
hockey, they expect us 
to wear flannel, (Wayne) 
Gretzky’s going to come 
up at some point, there 
will be the hint of maple 
syrup in the air, and then 
after that, they can’t tell 
you anything,” he says.

Paul Feig may have co-cre- 
ated the beloved Freaks and 
Geeks with Judd Apatow, but 
it wasn’t until he directed 
Bridesmaids that something 
he made himself was a suc¬ 
cess right off the bat. 

He started out as an actor 
(and he still puts in appear¬ 
ances), but gradually slipped 
behind the camera, where 
he’s directed lots of TV (in¬ 
cluding The Office, 30 Rock 
and Arrested Development). 

His fourth film, The Heat, 
reunites him with Melissa 
McCarthy, who pairs with 
Sandra Bullock for the only 
major movie this summer 
starring women. 

What’s it like directing 
comedy instead of per¬ 
forming it? 

I love it, because for me, 
as an actor, I had my 
thing that I was good 
at, but I didn’t have the 
range where I could do 
everything. Whereas with 
directing, I get to do that, 


because it’s all about the 
people I hire. There are 
projects I have no business 
doing, but if you get the 
right people you figure it 
out. For me, the fun is find¬ 
ing the right people. 

But your voice does shine 
through as a director. 

That’s what I like about 
movie directing. With 
television, which I love 
doing, you’re a bit more 
of a facilitator. Whereas 
with movies you are the 


storyteller. Obviously you 
have writers and you’re 
nothing without them. But 
you’re the one who says, 
“This is how it has to be.” 

A cinematographer once 
told me about a star who 
directed something, and I 
asked, “How’d it turn out?” 
And he said, “Well, they did 
a good job but they had a 
bad script, so it didn’t work 
out.” As a director you can’t 
fall back on, “Well, I had a 
bad script.” It’s your job to 
make that script not bad. 


Did Sandra Bullock have 
trouble adjusting to this 
improv style of comedy, 
which she doesn’t usually 
do? 

She’s the first to admit she 
was a little thrown the first 
couple days, at how loose 
we play. Then she really 
snapped into it. When 
I’m getting these worlds 
together, I do rehearsals 
with the actors very early 
on. I want the actor to fit 
their character so well that 
they can just become that 
character. Then it’s not 
improv, it’s just talking like 
that character. 

Bridesmaids was supposed 
to start a rash of studio 
films starring women. 

But The Heat is one of the 


very few. 

I’m sad there’s not more. 
But my first concern after 
Bridesmaids was there 
would be an onslaught of 
movies starring women 
that weren’t really good 
and were just trying to be 
outrageous. But what hap¬ 
pened is it went the other 
way: Nothing’s happening. 
It’s us, and the indie 
world is doing this, with 
The Bling Ring and 
The To Do List and 
Bachelorette. We’re the 
only movie this summer 
from a studio with women 
in the lead role. I don’t 
know what the hang-up is, 
but I wish they’d get going. 
I don’t want it to be that 
everybody waits for me to 
do it. 


Not a luddite 


You still shoot on film, not 
video, correct? 

Yes. On television, all I work 
with is HD. But with mov¬ 
ies — I’m not a luddite, I just 
like film. It's very friendly to 
my actors in a way that HD 
isn't. There's a quality. I see a 
difference — I'm sure no one 
else does. I like grain. With 
this movie, I wanted it to feel 
like an old ' 80 s cop movie. We 
shoot about 121/2 minutes 
per load, and with HD you can 
roll for an hour straight. I want 
those built-in breaks. Other¬ 
wise I'd get off schedule, and 
I'd wear out my actors. It keeps 
everybody on their toes.

King Tut Decoded: Doc seeks 
answers on boy pharaoh 



Egypt. Film airing this 
week aims to answer 
more questions about 
mysterious Tutankhamen 


He’s been dead for thousands 
of years, and his body was 
discovered nearly a centuiy 
ago. And yet Tutankhamen — 
the mysterious boy pharaoh 
whose tomb was discovered 
intact in 1922 — continues to 
capture imaginations and fuel 
lingering questions that still 
baffle experts. 

“It’s far bigger than anyone 
could have possibly imagined, I 
think, and it’s far bigger than 
anyone could really handle,” 
said Chris Naunton, director of 
the Egypt Exploration Society. 
“In some ways, it’s the great 
dream — an intact royal tomb 
of that period, as well. Tut¬ 
ankhamen wasn’t as known or 
celebrated until he was discov¬ 
ered.” 

With this year marking the 
90th anniversaiy of the tomb’s 
discoveiy, Tutankhamen 
Decoded, the new Naunton- 
hosted documentaiy airing 
this weekend on History, aims 
to provide more answers to 
some of the big questions on 
the topic of Tut: How did he 
die? Why, with the Egyptian 
reputation for fastidiousness 
in burials, does Tutankhamen’s 
burial seem rushed and error- 
filled? Why is there evidence 
of burning on the body? And 
why was his tomb found in¬ 
tact, when other resting places 
in the Valley of the Kings have 
been picked clean by looters? 

“There’s been a lot of work 
in the last few years, in particu¬ 
lar on the mummy,” said Naun¬ 
ton, 35, from his office in Lon¬ 
don. “There was a feeling that 


a lot of the loose ends around 
that hadn’t really been tied up. 
So some specific lines of inves¬ 
tigation had been picked up, 
but it was time for a bit of an 
overview.” 

Part of the investigation 
arose from a surprising over¬ 
sight — that original discov¬ 
erer Howard Carter died with 
many of his field notes un¬ 
published. To answer some of 
those notes’ outstanding ques¬ 
tions, the documentaiy crew 
deploys the latest technologies, 
from CT scans of the mummy, 
rigorous digital recreations of 
the chariot collision Naunton 
believes killed Tutankhamen 


and chemical testing of the 
mummy’s wrappings. 

What they collect over the 
course of the hour-long film 
is a remarkable reminder that 


there is still so much to learn 
about the 19-year-old pharaoh. 

Theories as to how Tutankh¬ 
amen died have been myriad, 
from malaria to an accidental 
fall. Naunton’s film posits a 
new theoiy for this aspect — 
that the warfaring pharaoh 
was killed in the heat of battle, 
struck across the chest by a 
speeding chariot. But while 
the technology supporting this 
theoiy has been around for a 
few years, it took this film to 
bring those elements together. 

“It’s just the nature of ar¬ 
cheology actually ... we don’t 
always have access to that kind 
of technology, the experts that 
are required,” he says. “It took 
in some ways a project like a 
documentaiy film ... to be the 
best possibility for uniting re¬ 
searchers from different fields. 
It’s sad, but it’s probably true, 
that these big multidisciplin- 
aiy collaborative projects are 
all too rare, certainly too rare 
in archeology and Egyptology.” 

Naunton is not sure how 
his community will receive 
his findings, as they have been 
closely guarded leading up to 
the premiere itself, and he and 
his collaborators are hoping 
to eventually formally publish 
them in a scientific journal. 

The documentaiy will pre¬ 
miere on Sunday at 9 p.m. on

Minogue dishes on 
picking costumes, 
quick changes and 
visiting ‘frumpsville’ 
for her new book 


Before Lady Gaga, Rihanna or 
Katy Perry married music with 
fashion, there was Kylie Mino¬ 
gue. 

The singer compiled a look 
at her fashion choices, particu¬ 
larly her stage costumes, in a 
new book called Kylie Fashion 
(Running Press). 

“It was lots of fun to look at 
my life in fashion through the 
years,” said Minogue in a recent 
interview. “There’ve been ups 
and downs and fabulous mo¬ 
ments and not so fabulous mo¬ 
ments, but basically the book 
was a celebration of 25 years.” 

Yes, the 45-year-old even ad¬ 


mits to some fashion faux pas. 

“I had to include some 
moments that were less than 
stellar because we all make 
mistakes along the way.

Avengers A.I. moves forward with vision

Artificial intelligence is both 
the problem and the solution 
for a new team of Avengers 
whose roster members are 
synthetic, android and ro¬ 
botic. 

Such is the crux of Aven¬ 
gers A.I. which boasts the re¬ 
turn of the Vision to promin¬ 
ence in the Marvel universe 
after years on the sidelines 
that left readers wondering 
whether Hank Pym’s benevo¬ 
lent creation would ever re¬ 
turn. 

Writer Sam Humphries 
and editor Lauren Sanlcovitch 
said the book, illustrated by 
Andre Lima AraDujo and re¬ 
leased Wednesday, is a new 
chapter for the Avengers. It fo¬ 
cuses on a threat that resulted 
from the just-concluded Age 
of Ultron stoiy that nearly 
ended all life at the hands of 
the evil robot — also created 
byPym. 

That threat, vague but cer¬ 
tain, looms large but remains 
hidden, too, seemingly able to 
strike from anywhere at any¬ 
one at any time, they said. 

At the centre of all of it is 
Pym, a founding member of 
the classic Avengers, whose 
creation of Ultron — and that 
robot’s creation of Vision - has 
been both beneficial and dan¬ 
gerously problematic. 

“The invention he comes 


up with to stop his invention 
has unintended consequences 
for the future,” said Humph¬ 
ries, whose previous work for 
Marvel includes writing Un¬ 
canny X-Force and Ultimate 
Comics: Ultimates. 

The team is led by Vision 
and includes Alexis, an artifi¬ 
cial intelligence presence that 
resides in one of the planet’s 
advanced robot bodies. 

There’s also Victor Man¬ 
cha, the son of Ultron who 
first gained prominence in the 
pages of the Runaways, as well 
as a Doombot that is, for now, 


unnamed. Also on the team 
is Monica Chang, an agent 
with SHIELD whose portfolio 
is keeping tabs on artificial 
intelligence and keeping the 
world safe. 

It’s a complex, frenetic 
place, said Sanlcovitch, be¬ 
cause the proliferation of 
artificial intelligence objects 
means the world “has to deal 
with this emerging threat. ... 
Is your cellphone now going 
to be used against you? It’s not 
just the characters, but the 
technology in general.”

American tour. Bruni is 
back in pop-star mode

Gone are the prim (but styl¬ 
ish) Dior suits and sheath 
dresses worn by the first lady 
of France, Carla Bruni. 

The singer, who’s been 
promoting her new album, 
Little French Songs, in New 
York this week and excitedly 
announcing her first U.S. tour, 
says she’s happy about her 
return to her former life — 
though she insists, “I never 
really left it, you know?” 

But Bruni, who left the 
Elysee Palace in Paris with the 
electoral defeat of her hus¬ 
band, President Nicolas Sar¬ 
kozy, in 2012, is still political 
enough not to rule anything 
out. Namely, another Sar¬ 
kozy presidential run — an 
eventuality being discussed in 
France by opponents of cur¬ 
rent President Francois Hol- 
lande. 

“Well,” she says carefully 
about that possibility. “It’s not 
current. You know? I don’t 
think we can really talk about 
it today.... We go on with our 
life. 

“Politics are a special world 
with special rules,” she adds. 
“And so ... they talk about it, 
but it’s just to fill up the press 
a little bit, you know?” 

In an interview in a New 
York hotel room, Bruni pre¬ 
fers to talk about her album 
— it came out here in April, 
but an earlier promotional 


trip was cancelled due to 
illness — and her just-an¬ 
nounced U.S. tour early next 
year. 

“It’s fantastic! I never did 
a tour in the United States, I 
never even toured in Europe,” 
she says. “I hope people will 
come. For a French artist or 
Italian artist it’s really rare 
and it’s lucky.” 

Bruni is aware that few 
people can look at her solely 
as a musician, but rather as a 
woman with a fascinating tra- 
jectoiy: an Italian-born super¬ 
model-turned-songstress, 
famous for dalliances with 
Mick Jagger and Eric Clapton, 
who later engaged in a whirl¬ 
wind courtship and marriage 
to the French president that 
transfixed the countiy. 

She says all that doesn’t 
bother her. 

“What bothers me would 
be indifference,” she says. 
“There’s plenty of talented 
people, geniuses eveiywhere 
that have no chance to talk 
about their work, to show 
their work. So I don’t really 
suffer from getting attention.” 

Much attention has indeed 
been paid to Bruni’s marriage 
— with the snarkiest com- 
mentaiy speculating on how 
long it would last, past Sar¬ 
kozy’s presidency. But Bruni 
speaks freely and frequently 
in the interview of how much 
she loves her husband, whom 
she calls “my man.” She also 
calls him “Raymond” — in 
a song on her album, called 
“Mon Raymond.” 

“It’s a love song so obvious¬ 
ly it’s about my husband,” 
Bruni says about the number, 
which playfully likens her

A judge in Geneva has re¬ 
jected an application from 
Shakira’s ex-boyfriend 
seeking rights to one of 
her bank accounts.

Kidney donor inspires Cole 
to record Spanish record 



Natalie Cole en 
Espanol. Singer 
feeling Latin after 
receiving kidney from

It’s been four years since Nat¬ 
alie Cole received a kidney 
from a Salvadorian donor, and 
the singer says it not only con¬ 
nected her to Hispanic culture, 
it has given her the strength to 
record her first post-operation 
album — totally in Spanish. 

“I don’t believe in coinci¬ 
dences. I believe eveiything 
happens for a reason. That 
this was a Latin family, I feel 
like I’m part Latino now. That 
(made) the desire to make this 
record became even stronger,” 
Cole said recently during a pri¬ 
vate listening session of Natalie 
Cole En Espanol, released this 
week. 

This is Cole’s first album 
since she received her kidney 
in May 2009. Her donor was a 
young woman from El Salvador 
who died while giving birth to 
a baby boy, Lucas, said Cole 
(the Grammy-winner received 
the donation after suffering 
from hepatitis C, a Ever disease 
spread through contact with 
infected blood). 

“I couldn’t totally grasp, 
understand it, but there’s 
something there, the spirit of 
this young girl, the spirit of this 
family, the spirit of the Latin 
culture. A Latin heart is inside 
me,” the 63-year-old said. 

Produced by Cuban-Amer- 
ican Rudy Perez, the 12-traclc 
album is a compilation of Latin 
American classics, plus a Span- 
ish-language version of the Bea¬ 


tles’ And I Love Her. It includes 
titles like Solamente Una Vez 
by Mexican Agustin Lara, El 
Dia que Me Quieras by Argen¬ 
tine Carlos Gardel and a med¬ 
ley of Voy a Apagar La Luz and 
Contigo Aprendi by Mexican 
Armando Manzanero, as well 
as two duets: Besame Mucho, 
with Italian Andrea Bocelli, and 
Bachata Rosa, with Dominican 
music legend Juan Luis Guerra. 

The album title is remin¬ 
iscent of her famous father 
Nat King Cole’s Cole Espanol, 
which brought him love and 
recognition in Spanish-speak-

ing countries. 

Cole, who famously sang 
with her deceased father with 
technological wizardiy on the 
bestselling Unforgettable, now 
sings Acercate Mas with him 
on the new album over a re¬ 
cording he did in Cuba in 1956. 
This duet was possible thanks 
to a recently discovered record¬ 
ing that Nat King Cole did in 
Cuba in 1956, said Perez. 

Both father and daughter 
recorded their Spanish albums 
learning the lyrics phonetic¬ 
ally; neither of them spoke the

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Singer Feist not so feisty when it comes 
to using her social media like Twitter

Feist has a little tip for people 
looking to know if she’s ac¬ 
tually written a tweet on her 
Twitter account. 

“There’s a code,” she said 
Friday in advance of her show 
opening the Montreal Inter¬ 
national Jazz Festival that 
evening. 

“If it says LF after, I wrote 
them. Otherwise someone 
smarter and more tech savvy 
than me wrote them.” 

The hint came in reply 
to a question about a tweet 
she’d supposedly written 
earlier in the day and which 
was quoted by a reporter. It 
wasn’t anything controversial 
— just something about the 


weather. Feist looked a little 
puzzled and then said she 
didn’t write it, crediting her 
manager with the somewhat 
poetic message. 

Feist allowed she’s not 
that feisty when it comes to 
social media. 

“Normally in everyday 
life, I don’t find a lot of oc¬ 
casion (where) I need to say 
a lot of things like that to 
many people at once,” said 
the musician who goes by 
her last name professionally 
but whose full name is Leslie 
Feist. 

She acknowledged that 
unlike some entertainers 
who use social media mas¬ 
sively, she picks and chooses 
her spots. 

“I do it on occasion,” she 
said, citing her last appear¬ 
ance in New York when an 
outdoor concert got cut short 
by bad weather. 

She was soaked and her 
gear was ruined but her heart 
went out to the crowd. 

“They had been stand¬ 


ing there for six hours and 
they were really wet and 
really psyched. To have to 
leave them, I felt terrible. I 
just wanted them to know it 
wasn’t my decision to leave.” 

She struggled with how to 
communicate with the crowd 


and then had the brainwave 
to send them something on 
social media, “to beam into 
the palm of their hands that 
the conditions did this and 
not me and I hope they all get 
hot showers and that stuff.” 

Coincidentally, Montreal 


weathered steady rain in the 
hours leading up to her show 
on Friday, a free outdoor af¬ 
fair. 

Feist said she was aware of 
many conversations percolat¬ 
ing on social media but didn’t 
see how that would play into 


any kind of collaboration 
when she crafts her songs. 

“It’s a little bit intimidat¬ 
ing for me. I prefer to think 
about what I’m doing from 
inside of it because the out¬ 
side, it’s a bit of a peanut gal¬ 
lery. 

“I appreciate things like 
when I feel the wave of re¬ 
sponse from a group of 
people but each individual 
one’s individual opinion 
might be a bit much for me to 
take in. I’m kind of a cautious 
observer of social media.” 

Feist, who performs both 
as a solo artist and as a mem¬ 
ber of the indie rock col¬ 
lective Broken Social Scene, 
launched her career in 1999 
with the release of the now¬ 
scarce Monarch (Lay Your 
Jewelled Head Down), which 
was followed up by Let It Die 
in 2004 and The Reminder in 
2007. 

The critically acclaimed al¬ 
bums sold more that 2.5 mil¬ 
lion copies.

Mac Miller had a quick deci¬ 
sion to make when Kanye 
West jumped the street date 
for his new album: Move his 
Watching Movies with the 
Sound Off to a different week 
or stand firm in the face of 
Yeezus. In the end, it was a 
simple decision. The album 
was too good to wait. 

“I initially just wanted my 
own space for my album to 
drop and then Kanye’s date 
came out and it was kind of 
like, ‘OK, that’s probably the 
worst person to go up against 
to drop an album,”’ Miller 
said. “But I’m one of those 
weird everything-happens- 
for-a-reason type people, so I 
felt that maybe there’s a rea¬ 
son I was dropping the same 
day as Kanye, and I think 
there was. I think it let people 
know that I have a long ca¬ 
reer ahead of me and I wasn’t 
just anything that people put 



me as before.” 

Miller entered the Bill¬ 
board 200 at No. 3 behind 
West and J. Cole, and much 
of the discussion that week 
revolved around Miller as 
interloper. How did Mac Mil¬ 
ler find his way into the top 
three on the biggest rap re¬ 
lease week of the year? And 
just how many sales did he 
take from West? 

“It’s dope,” Miller said of 
the attention while eating 
curiy backstage before his 


show Monday night at Mara¬ 
thon Music Works in Nash¬ 
ville. Miller sold more than 
101,000 copies of the woozy, 
moody Movies, which fea¬ 
tures appearances or produc¬ 
tion work from Diplo, Flying 
Lotus, Earl Sweatshirt, Jay 
Electronica, Action Bronson, 
Schoolboy Qand Ab-Soul. 

It’s a redefining moment 
for the 21-year-old Miller. Cast 
as the goofy sidekick of Wiz 
Khalifa and known for his 
novelty song-turned-celebrity

beef with Donald Trump, the 
quality of Miller’s second al¬ 
bum is making detractors re¬ 
examine his music. 

Pitchfork called it “a quan¬ 
tum leap in artistiy” and 
it’s gotten solid reviews all 
around. He even outscores 
Cole on Metacritic. 

Miller alludes to his public 
perception on the album in 
a skit at the end of Red Dot 
Music. He allows battle rap¬ 
per Loaded Lux to go off on 
him for 90 seconds. Lux be¬ 
gins with “You was Cheesy 
Mac with the easy raps ...” and 
it goes downhill from there. 

“It kind of shows you that 
stuff like that doesn’t mat¬ 
ter,” Miller said. “He ethered 
me on my own album, but 
the album still plays.”

Parquet Courts are stoners. 
Make no mistake about that. 
The Brooklyn-based quartet

Light Up Gold showcases 


that prolific work ethic, as 
the 15 songs bleed together 
in an exhilarating punk rush 
of 35 minutes. Twin trebled 
guitars sound like woven rays 
of sun, while the rhythm sec¬ 
tion sounds like a dinosaur 
rooting through your par¬ 
ents’ garage. Savage’s words 
are sometimes silly and often 
narrative, with a novelist’s 
eye for detail. Parquet Courts 
jam, but never noodle. This 
is indie rock the way it used 
to be. 

“People’s curiosity has 
waned and they stopped kind 
of digging for stuff like that,” 
says Savage when we bring 
up the dearth of current 
bands who draw from the 
likes of Pavement and Guided 
by Voices. “But I don’t think 
it stopped. I think it just 
stopped being presented to 
people in the way that it was 
and the mainstream top 40 
indie, to me it resembles kind 
of more easy listening and 
commercial pop music, so it’s 
not coming through the same 
venues, but it never stopped.” 
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McFerrin’s not going to 
worry, but there’s more 
to him than his hit

For Bobby McFerrin, breaking 
new ground has always been 
synonymous with his music. 

His concerts are a mixed 
bag of musical styles draw¬ 
ing from jazz, classical, blues, 
and numerous other styles. 
He’s performed unaccompan¬ 
ied, scatting and rifling with 
his four-octave range, and 
at times, even used his en¬ 
tire body to make percussive 
sounds. 

Yet most people know him 
for the feel-good a cappella 
tune Don’t Woriy Be Happy, 
even though the 63-year-old 
singer says he hasn’t played 
the song in its entirety since 
1988. 

“The fans that come to my 
shows are excited with the 
music that I’m making, so 
they understand when I don’t 
play it,” McFerrin admits. 

The 10-time Grammy 
Award-winning musician 
recently released his 14th al¬ 
bum, spirityouall, a CD that’s 
dedicated it to the legacy of 
his father, the former Metro¬ 
politan Opera star Robert Mc¬ 
Ferrin Sr. 

The senior McFerrin, who 
died at age 85 in 2006, had a 
distinguished career as both 
a performer and educator. 
He also provided the singing 
voice for Sidney Poitier in the 
1959 film version of Porgy 
and Bess. 


The new record combines 
a unique selection of Amer¬ 
icana, covering such clas¬ 
sics as Every Time I Feel the 
Spirit, and Swing Low Sweet 
Chariot, as well as Negro 
spirituals. 

“I wanted to honour him 
with some of the music he 
was known for,” he says. 

McFerrin remembers his 
father as a kind, yet tough 
man, especially when it came 
to his students. “He was nice, 


but he wouldn’t sugarcoat 
anything,” McFerrin remem¬ 
bers. 

“After a student sang for 
my father, he wouldn’t say, 
‘Oh that was nice, but...’ He 
would pretty much say, ‘I 
didn’t like that’ and immedi¬ 
ately ask, ‘Where were you 
breathing?’ or, ‘Do you know 
what that note means to the 
song?”’ McFerrin recalls. 

“If a student had him for 
a private lesson, it would be 


doubtful that they would fin¬ 
ish the song by the time the 
lesson ended. He would pick 
apart everything they did, 
and while it was frustrating, 
they would become better 
singers. I’ve seen my father 
turn decent voices into veiy 
good ones by his technique.” 

Despite a stroke in 1989, 
the elder McFerrin appeared 
on his son’s 1990 album, 
Medicine Music, and was a 
soloist with the St. Louis Sym¬ 
phony in 1993 with his son as 
guest conductor. 

The younger McFerrin 
might be best known for 
the fun song Don’t Woriy Be 
Happy, but don’t be fooled: 


He’s got a powerful range and 
an uncanny ability to make 
music with anything. 

“My shows are about 
music. It’s classical. It’s jazz. 
Negro spirituals. And the 


audience is a part of it, too,” 
he says. 

McFerrin is currently on 
tour in support of the new 
record.
